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BY-LAW No. 77, 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR BORROWING 
THE SUM OF $6,255.00 UPUN THE CREDIT 
OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the Town of Edmonton the 
sum of $6,255 to enable the Municipality to repay 
the amounts, with interest borrowed by the Munici- 
pality for the several purposes mentioned below, 
that is te say: 


(1) $2,770 85, being a further amount expended 
in addition to the amount realized from the sale of 
deventures issued for the purpose of enabling the 
Municipality te erect a fire hall, to purchase certain 
fire apparatus for the use of the Municipality, and to 
provide means for a suitable supply of water for the 
purpose of fire protection, and the sum of $158.77 for 
interest thereon to the 1st day of October,1894;$273.13, 
being theJamount expended for the purchase, sur- 
veying and fencing of a nuisance grouud for the 
use of the Municipality and otherwise in connection 
therewith, and the sum of £14.50 for interest thereon 
to the said Ist day of October, 1894 ; $1,571.25, being 
the amount expended for the purchase of land for 
the purpose of opening a public highway, and the 
sum of $47.75 forinterestthereon to the said Ist day of 
October, 1894 ; $890.00, beipg the amount expended 
for the purpose of obtaining a charter for a street 
railway for the benefit of the Muu.cipality, and the 
sum of $28.47 for the interest thereon to the said 1st 
of October, 1894, the eight preceding items making 
a total sum of $5,664.72. 

(2) AND $303.50, being the amount expended for 
the purchase of furniture and office apparatus for 
the use of the Municipality, and the sum of $13.38 
for interest thereon to the said Ist day of October, 
1894 ; $254.30, being the amount expended for and in 
connection with the improvement of streets and the 
laying of sidewalks not chargeable as a frontage tax, 
and the sum of $19.10 for interest to the said 
Ist October, 1894; the last four preceeding items 
making a total sam of $590.28 ; and the two sums of 
$5,664 72 and 3590.28 making as a grand total the 
sum of $6,255.00. 

AND WHEREAS the value of theJrateable property 
in the Municipality, according to the last reyised 
Assessment Roil, is $888,950.00 ; 

Axp Wuereas the amount of the existing debt of 
the Municipality, other than current expenses and 
including the amount provided for in this By- 
law, is $46,215.98, whereof no part isin arrear, and 
whereof $45,150.26 is principal and $1,065.72 is 
interest ; 

AnD WuereaAs it is expedient to borrow the said 
sum of $6,255.00 by the issue of debentures, $5,664.72 
of the principal whereof shall be repayable in twenty 
years and 8590.28 of the principal whereof shall be 
repayable in ten years from the date on which this 
By-law takes effect, and which shall bear interest in 
the meantime payable half-yearly at the rate of six 
per cent. per annuin ; 

Anp WHEREAS it is expecient to provide for the 
repayment of the principal sum in each case by the 
creation of an equal yearly sinking fund ; 

Anp Wiereas the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repaying the sail sum of 35,664.72 by means ofa 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $511.20 ; 

Anb Wuerkas the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repayment of the said sum of $590.28 by means of a 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $82.40;

(3) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annuaily for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of $5,664.72 a special rate of fifty-two 
one-bundredths of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
palj taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of twenty 
years from che said lst day of October, 1894, heing 
the period during which the said debentures wiil 
run, 


(4) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $590.28 and issue debentures of the munici- 
cipality to that amount repayable within ten years 
from the Ist day of October, 1894, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable half- 
yearly. 

(5) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for payment of the said principal 
sum of $590.28, a special rate of eight and one-half 
one-hundredths of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of ten years 
from the saidlst day of October, 1894, being the period 
during which the said debentures wil! run. 

(6) All such debentures shall be of such denomin- 
ations not being less than $100 as the Mayor and 
Clerk shall decide and shall be made payable at the 
Office of thejTreasurer of the Municipality at Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, North-West Territories, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment of the 
interest. 

(7) Friday, the 10th day of August, 1894, between 
the hours of nine o'clock in the forenoon and five 
o'clock in the afternoon at the office of the Town 
Clerk Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day and hour 
and place fer taking the votes of the electors for and 
against the proposed by-law.

Mr. Heiminck called upon Mayor Me- 
Cauley to explain the matter in his behalf. 

Mr. McCauley made certain explanations 
regarding the attempted opening of Me- 
Dougall street, the first offer having came 
from David McDougall through his then 
agent Mr. S. S. Taylor, which offer had 
been acceded to by the council and after- 
wards Withdrawn by Mr. Heiminck when 
he became agent for the property. 

My. Heiminck stated the offer had stood 
without being agreed to for so long that 
when he assumed the agency of McDougall’s 
property he considered the offer to have 
lapsed, and on being approached by the 
council on the subject he made a new offer 
which he considered to be more in the inter- 
ests of Mr.McDengall and the town as well. 
The offer included the granting of a right of 
way between Cameron’s and Daly’s stores, 
where the principal travel now is, 390 a 
fut being the price for the frontage on 
Jasper avenue, some 58 feet. He believed 
that the council had decided not to accept 
his offer, but would go on and expropriate 
to open out McDougall street’ only. This 
would pay Mr. McDougall better than if 
they had taken his offer, but he did not 
think it would pay the town as well. 

Mr. McCauley said that the council were 
driven toexpropriate to extend McDougall 
street because the Methodist mission had 
threatened to withdraw their offer of a free 
right of way across their property if Mc- 
Dougall street? was not opened out. He 
would not object to opening the street be 
tween Cameron’s and Daly's but he thought 
the price asked by McDougall was too high, 
Mr. MeDougall should have left a right of 
way there when he surveyed his property. 
He did not do so. He still owned 25 feet of 
the land that would have to be acquired, 
and if Mr. McDougall would give that land 
he would be willing that the town should 
purchase the balance. But he would much 
rather see Mr. McDougall compelled to pro- 
vide a right of way for the old trail as he 
should have done. At present the council 
were trying to get a road to the river at the 
least possible expense. 

Frank Oliver said that he favored the 
opening of the street between Cameron’s 
and Daly’s because that was the original 
trail. Value had been given to a great deal 
of the property of the town by reason of its 
existence at that point. To allow it to be 
closed up and the traffic thereby be diverted 
would injuriously affect the value of that 
property. For his own property and for 
that of others which would be affected in 
that way he asked protection by the keep- 
ing open of the present main routeof travel to 
the lower ferry.

GENERAL NEWS. 


A colony of German and Russian immi- 
grants is to be planted near Saskatoon. 

A shipmen! of 500 Ibs., of Senaca root 
was made recently from Battleford by Ma- 
haffey & Clinkskill. The Herald says that 
diggers of that root are making $5 a day. 

Calgary Tribune: Three ‘“‘ vags” who 
have been begging upon the streets the past 
few days, and who were run in, were found 
to have in their pockets $100, $60, and $50 
respectively. 

Le Monde, referring to the rumor that 
the successor to Archbishop Tache will be 
an lrishman, says it cannot helieve that the 
ecclesiastical authorities will allow an 
episcopal see belonging to French-Canadians 
to pass into the hands of strangers. 

Battleford Herald: The Indian depart- 
ment recently lost four Polled Angus bulls 
out of a car load taken to Duck Lake for 
distribution on the Saskatchewan. Mr. 
Creamer, V. 8., of Regina, was called upon 
to examine the herd, but his report has not 
been made public. Four of this band that 
were sent to Red Pheasant’s reserve have 
been placed in quarantine. 

In the house of commons on July 4th, on 
motion to go into committee of supply, 
Mulock brought up the question as to what 
led to the scheduling of Canadian cattle in 
Great Britain. He traced the history of 
the question from the beginning, refersing 
to the fact that Canada had, many years 
ago, proposed stringent regulations if her 
cattle were exempted from the scheduling 
to which United States cattle were in 1878 
subjected. The obligations entered into by 
Canada had not been observed and because 
the stringency of these regulations had been 
relaxed by the government of Canada, our 
cattle had been scheduled. 

Battleford Herald: The steamer Nor’- 
west arrived here at an early hour on Mon- 
day morning, and on unloading what 
freight was on board went up stream to pick 
up her caches onthe river. After getting 
off the gravel bar near Pitt she got along 
all right until Pine Island was reached, 
when she grounded again and had to unload 
the oats before she floated over. At Bre- 
saylor settlement the water again failed 
them and they had to build a stage on the 
sand bar and put off a hundred tons of coal ; 
with what was left she reached Battleford 
as stated. Picking up her scattered cargo 
she once more headed down the river, arriv- 
ing here at aneariy hour on Wednesday 
morning. Having discharged her cargo and 
taken onthe passengers and freight from 
this point she once more headed down 
stream ; and it is to be hoped she left her 
bad luck behind. The peculiarities of the 
river have this year been such as were never 
seen in the June rise by the oldest steam- 
boat hands. Usually when the first flood 
comes the bars form from shore to shore, 
and as the water recedes it cuts narrow 
channels, through which rafts and steamers 
can safely pass; but this year the water 
subsided so quickly that these channels 
were not formed, and hence the trouble of 
the trip. The boat will go to Grand rapids, 
where a load of up-river Freight is awaiting 
her, and if the stage of water permit,make a 
second trip to Edmonton, taking up flour 
and general merchandise for Hudson's Bay 


posts along the route and bringing more 
coal for Battleford.
